We would like the Head Boy and Head Girl to speak for us this year. Their speech at Closing encapsulated the experience of our first graduating class of students 
who experienced the full IB PYP, the MYP and the DP. This is a shortened version of their speech. 


When cleaning out my room last week | found a clay blob that resembled a cross between a hot dog, a soccer ball, and a lobster. My mom was able to decipher 
primitive markings that dated it back to my earliest years at Glenlyon Norfolk. 

Artifacts like our first art projects are evidence of our early lives at GNS, and proof that we have endured a long evolutionary process to become the young men and 
women sitting in front of you today. An evolution comparable to that which transformed apes into modern day humans. We begin our journey 13 years ago, on the 
sandy shores across from Mary Todd Island. Here, in a structure known as the Boat House, we find a thriving species of early human. Despite evolutionary advances, 
the ability to share between members of the species appears to be a work in progress. They are hunters and gatherers, intrigued by the treasures of 1701 Beach 
Drive. The sandy shores played a major part in their growth; here they learned how deep is too deep for rubber boots. We grew up waiting for the lunch buzzer to 
sound so we could squeeze our feet into our size 2 rubber boots, and do what kids do best, get very messy. 

Gradually, these early humans became slightly larger and more energetic. Although we more closely resembled wild animals than civilized humans, we coexisted 
peacefully through the steady hand of our shepherd, aptly named, Mrs. Wild. We would spend the next two years mastering the crafts of tin foil castle building, 
complex counting mechanisms sometimes referred to as the times tables, and the important skills of raising our own food. As de facto salmon farmers, we raised fry 
and marvelled at how life goes on, even if we aren’t there to see it. 

Through these years we learned that the pain of a scraped knee is inversely proportional to the fun you were having when you fell, we learned that leaving a wet 
sock on all day makes your feet very, very cold. We learned that you are never too young to foster an appreciation for the environment, where we live, and most 
importantly, who we are. We learned that it’s worth it to stop a French lesson to watch an eagle consume its lunch on a branch outside the window, and that stickers, 
yes, stickers, can either forge or scorch a friendship. 

Slowly we evolved, along with a slightly larger brain came the ability to formulate ideas and develop language. Our class became the kings and queens of the climber 
- the big kids of the beach. Now we got to watch Mr Kiddel’s Friday Morning Live from benches in the back of the gym. | will fondly remember the various forts and 
trading posts set up along the shore - to passers by, it may have looked like a small settlement was developing on the GNS property. 

Our journey now takes us inland, where we find a more developed early human; Homo erectus. Evolution has caused an increase of height, and this species is the 
first recorded instance of early humans hunting in groups. The Pemberton woods campus provided endless opportunities for us to discover the concept of 
teamwork. Many of us had our first experiences in team sport, and here we learned to wear our gryphon logo’s with true pride. We have all had a hand in defending 
our school on the sports field or uplifting our reputation in the arts. 

The new campus also posed new challenges. Middle school was a period of change for all of us - going from being the biggest and baddest kids at the Junior 
Campus to being half the size of the grade 12s was a paradigm shift. A co-ed classroom also provided a new experience, as we learned very quickly that girls don’t 
all have cooties, and there are rare instances when boys aren’t entirely gross. The years in middle school were filled with tool designing, impersonations of the 
famous, and the world’s only competitions of strength, speed, and endurance while wrapped in a bedsheet.

Everyday - we came home to parents excited to hear about our days, and on behalf of the class | apologize for all of the 
times we answered with : “ It was good”. Because in reality it was fantastic and sometimes frustrating or exciting - and you saw us through every up and every down. 
You put up with those large foreheads we Neanderthals were famous for, and you trusted the school would give us all the tools we need to move forward. And that 
they did. Our teachers were tireless mentors, they guided us through textbook questions, and made sure to tell us when our ideas in essays were moot. But they also 
taught us lessons and values you cannot find in a book. We thank them for teaching us how to tackle any challenge, and how to be successful. And that you are 
never fully dressed, without our top button done up. 

But, Grads, we all have the same task tonight. To fold up our blazers and our ties and add them to the box of artifacts. These artifacts will be dated 2016, the year the 
Queen turned 90, the Cleveland Cavaliers upset the Golden State Warriors to win the NBA Championship, and the year United Kingdom split from the European 
Union. The year we graduated from Glenlyon Norfolk School. 

Tonight we say goodbye to the hallways we have called our home, the library chairs we have called our bed, and the community we have called our family. 

We’ve come along way since our first days on the beach, with the support of friends, families and teachers. 

So we thank you Mom, and we thank you Dad, we love you and promise to make you proud.
